Mrs.  Patricia  Hanlon-  twenty-four  years  of  dedicated  service 

at  Warwick  Academy. 


This  year  we  bid  farewell  to  Mrs.  Patricia  Hanlon  who  has  been  an  English 
teacher  at  Warwick  Academy  for  twenty-four  years,  and  combined  she  and  her 
husband  (  whom  she  met  while  teaching  here)  have  given  forty-six  years  of  service 
to  this  school. 

Mrs.  Hanlon  arrived  in  Bermuda  in  1969,  and  taught  at  Sandy s  Secondary 
for  three  years  before  coming  to  Warwick  Academy.  The  school  that  greeted  her 
when  she  first  arrived  in  1972  was  far  different  from  the  Warwick  Academy  we 
know  today.  Since  then  the  school  has  expanded  greatly  to  include  the  science 
block,  swimming  pool,  basketball  and  tennis  courts,  and  primary  school.  The  music 
programme  was  then  in  its  infancy,  and  there  were  no  music  classes.  She  initially 
taught  in  what  is  now  Mrs.  Ingham 's  room,  and  has  occupied  the  room  that  she 
taught  all  of  us  in  (U12  )  for  a  decade.  Over  the  years  she  has  probably  taught 
thousands  of  students,  and  though  the  number  is  staggering  it  is  actually  quite  a 
realistic  estimate  if  you  consider  the  fact  that  she  has  taught  all  of  the  incoming 
first  years.  She  has  seen  the  school  expand  from  two  streams  to  four  streams  at  its 
largest  point,  then  shrink  to  its  present  three  streams,  and  make  the  transition  from 
a  public  school  to  a  private  school. 

Mrs.  Hanlon  has  studied  a  wide  selection  of  literature  with  her  classes,  and 
she  thinks  the  first  Adventures  book  is  a  particularly  good  collection  of  short 
stories  and  anecdotes,  her  favourite  being  ”  Shane. "  Of  all  of  the  many  novels  she 
has  studied  with  her  fifth  years  for  G.C.E.  the  one  she  enjoyed  most  was  Maya 
Angelou's  "1  Know  Why  Hie  Caged  Bird  Sings. "  Ihe  Shakespearian  works  she  likes 
best  are  "Julius  Caesar”  and  "Macbeth. "  Her  favourite  part  of  her  classes  is  doing 
poetry  analysis,  and  of  course,  the  first  year  portfolios. 

The  gifts  received  from  students  over  the  years  that  she  treasures  the  most, 
do  not  take  material  form,  but  are  the  little  heartfelt  thank-yous  given  at  the  end  of 
a  difficult  year,  or  sometimes  years  later  when  she  sees  them  on  the  streets  of 
Hamilton. 

A  fter  leaving  Warwick  Academy  Mrs.  Hanlon  plans  on  moving  with  her 
husband  ( and  twelve  year  old  twin  cats  )  to  The  Isle  of  Wight,  which  is  an  island 


off  the  southern  coast  of  England.  Her  great  hobby  is  walking,  and  she  and  her 
husband  will  spend  many  happy  hours  strolling  through  the  countryside. 

In  parting  she  says, "  What  I  will  miss  most  are  the  students.  They  are  what 
have  really  made  it  worthwhile. "  Her  advice  to  students  is  to  always,  "Be  true  to 
yourself , "  and  to  remember  that,  "  We  never  stop  learning,  and  that  we  will  get 
our  real  education  out  in  the  world. "  So  we  bid  farewell  to  Mrs.  Hanlon,  and  thank 
her  for  the  twenty-four  years  she  has  spent  teaching  at  Warwick  Academy.  Through 
her  teaching  she  has  affected  the  lives  of  many  students  which  has  in  turn  impacted 
on  the  school  and  the  larger  Bermudian  community. 

Long  after  she  leaves  a  reminder  of  her  will  remain,  in  the  form  of  a  colossal 
pine  tree  at  the  front  of  the  school  (  in  the  area  between  the  prefects  parking  lot 
and  the  basketball  court )  which  a  class  of  students  gave  to  her  as  a  potted  plant  in 
the  early  seventies.  And  as  the  tree  has  grown  and  flourished,  so  has  our  school, 
during  the  twenty-four  years  Mrs.  Hanlon  taught  here.

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  staff  of  Warw  ick  Academy  I  w  rite  to  wish  you  and  your 
children  a  very  mem  Christmas  and  a  happy  New  Year  and  to  thank  you  all  most  sincerely  for  your  strong 
support  of  the  school  this  year 

1995  has  proved  to  be  a  momentous  year  in  the  very  long  history  of  Warwick  Academy  It  has  changed 
from  being  a  selective  11-16  public  school  to  an  independent  5-16  school  in  the  private  sector  of  education 

The  privatisation  of  the  school  has  been  no  easy  task  but  now  the  Board,  the  staff,  the  Warwick  Academy 
Association,  the  parents,  the  students  and  every  body  in  the  school  constituency  must  shoulder  new  and 
expanded  responsibilities  and  commitments  in  the  next  few  y  ears  if  we  are  to  make  Warwick  Academy  into 
a  first-rate  independent  school 

The  new  Warwick  Academy  begins  from  a  position  of  considerable  strength  The  Board  holds  all  the  land 
and  buildings  in  trust  for  the  school  in  perpetuity  Currently  it  has  5 13  children  on  roll  -  200  in  the 
Primary  and  3 13  in  the  Secondary  The  demand  for  places  in  the  school  next  year  is  strong  Because  of 
the  pressure  of  demand  for  admission  the  Board  is  reviewing  again  its  intake  policy  for  September  1996  It 
will  announce  its  decision  very  early  in  the  New  Year 

The  Board's  pressing  task  at  the  moment  is  to  refurbish  the  buildings  and  grounds  and  to  plan  the  fullest 
possible  use  of  the  existing  classroom  accommodation  It  wishes  to  maintain  Warwick  Academy  as  a 
three-form  entry  secondary  school  and  to  develop  the  primary  sector  as  the  present  physical 
accommodation  permits  New  classrooms  cannot  appear  overnight  -  they  have  to  be  planned,  built  and 
paid  for 

As  you  all  know  the  Board  has  spent  the  last  three  y  ears  raising  money  for  endowments  to  support  student 
bursancs  This  Capital  Campaign  is  over  A  new  one  will  have  to  begin  soon  to  pay  for  new  buildings,  a 
better  system  of  Information  Techonolgy.  and  other  improved  facilities  and  equipment 

Meanwhile,  the  Board  is  responsible  now  for  teachers'  contracts  and  salaries,  pensions  and  health  plans,  for 
staff  professional  development,  and  for  the  conditions  of  employment  in  the  workplace 

The  Board's  policy  on  Health  Education  and  Drug  Abuse  has  been  formulated  and  mailed  to  all  of  you  It 
is  aware  that  the  whole  issue  of  drug-testing  in  schools  is  discussed  in  the  new  Bill  entitled  "The  Education 
Act  1995"  currently  before  Parliament  Once  this  Bill  is  enacted  some  minor  changes  in  the  school's  policy 
might  be  necessary  If  this  proves  to  be  the  case  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  will  advise  you  accordingly 

I  have  asked  all  the  teachers  to  develop  a  new  curriculum  for  the  entire  age  range  of  children  from  age  5  to 
16  This  curriculum  has  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  Bermudian  children  growing  up  in  a  multi-racial 


commumtv  as  well  as  the  increasingly  demanding  educational  requirements  of  higher  education  and  the 
business  community  This  work  ranges  from  new  reading  programmes  in  the  Primary  School  to  teaching 
for  new  public  examinations  in  the  senior  part  of  the  Secondary  School  It  will  involve  new  schemes  of 
assessment  of  children's  work  and  new  means  of  reporting  to  parents  at  the  end  of  term  Information 
Technology  will  be  introduced  at  every  level  of  teaching  and  learning 

The  President  of  the  Warwick  Academy  Association  has  spoken  this  year  about  the  expanded  role  of  this 
parent-teacher  organisation  The  Warwick  Academy  Association  has  to  try  to  raise  more  money  for  the 
school  in  the  future  It  has  to  represent  a  bigger  and  wider  group  of  parents  with  more  diverse  problems, 
concerns  and  interests  than  previously  It  needs  to  improv  e  the  dialogue  between  parents,  staff  and  Board 
to  raise  the  level  of  information  and  communication  for  every  body .  to  achieve  greater  involvement  by 
parents  and  teachers  in  school  fund-raising  and  social  activities,  and  so  inspire  a  stronger  sense  of 
partnership  and  community  within  the  Warwick  Academy  family 

Already  there  are  good  signs  that  this  is  happening  Parents  and  staff  have  worked  hard  together  to 
improve  the  phy  sical  environment  of  the  Pnmarv  School  this  term  The  Christmas  Fair  was  an  excellent 
effort  by  all  concerned  and  the  revenue  was  double  what  it  was  last  year  Committees  arc  being  formed 
now  to  plan  and  prepare  for  the  Warwick  Academy  School  Fair  in  April  The  attendances  at  the  General 
Meetings  organised  by  the  Warwick  Academy  Association  this  year  have  been  much  bigger  than  in 
previous  years  Many  new  faces  have  appeared  on  the  Warwick  Academy  Association  Executive 
Committee  for  1995-96 

The  Clothing  Mart  a  twice  annual  activity  which  has  been  a  feature  of  Warwick  Academy  life  for  over  30 
years,  does  need  some  new  people  to  help  to  keep  it  functioning  The  Fair  Committee  does  require  more 
help  Together,  these  two  activities  raise  nearly  $100,000  a  year  for  Warwick  Academy  but  with  your 
additional  help  they  can  do  even  better 

The  future  of  the  school  seems  bright  but  the  path  into  the  future  still  needs  to  be  charted  clearly  A 
strategic  plan  of  development  for  the  next  ten  years  remains  to  be  completed  Once  this  is  finished  in  draft 
form  the  Board  will  share  it  with  the  Warwick  Academy  family  Your  feedback  will  be  welcomed  and 
encouraged 

Meanwhile,  your  continued  support  of  the  school  will  be  appreciated  by  both  the  Board  and  the  faculty  I 
urge  y  ou  to  do  all  that  y  ou  can  in  the  future  to  help  the  school  -  by  raising  money  bv  working  and  attending 
school  fund-raisers,  by  coming  to  Warwick  Academy  Association  meetings  by  suggesting  positive  ideas 
bv  promoting  the  good  name  of  the  school  at  every  opportunitv 


The  privatisation  of  Warwick  Academy  is  both  an  enormous  challenge  and  an  exciting  opportunitv  for  all 
of  us  The  change  of  status  is  bold  and  brave,  it  is  profound  and  irrevocable  The  school  can  onlv  go 
forward  now  But.  with  all  of  us  working  together.  I  am  certain  that  Warwick  Academy  will  remain  a 
successful  educational  institution  and  continue  to  be  the  premier  school  in  Bermuda
